have  just  seen  on  pages  Vr-al. 

].  Setting  in  Hleevett 
If  yuu'rc  making  any  of  the  styles  with 
set-in  sleeves  ( 281  \.  2872,  2896.  2879. 

28.S3.  2906 1 ,  you'll  find  tliat  Simplirity 
Patterns  have  some  helps  printetl  on 
tliem  that  work  like  magic. 

First,  note  the  arrow  at  the  top  of 
tile  sleeve  pattern.  This  shows  the  ex¬ 
act  spot  of  the  sleeve  that  shoiihl  he 
matched  with  the  garment's  shoulder 
line.  When  you  are  cutting  out  the 
sleeve  and  come  to  this  arrow,  cut  a 
notch  outward;  then  when  you  put 
the  sleeve  into  the  armhole,  match  and 
pin  this  notch  to  the  shoulder  seam. 

Now  to  make  the  sleeve-top  “ease" 
easier  to  handle  and  to  distribute  cor¬ 
rectly.  .Simplicity  gives  you  two  other 
matching  point.s.  Midway  between  the 
notches  and  the  top  of  the  sleeve  is  a 
dot— both  back  and  front.  On  the  arm- 
litde  seam  line  are  similar  dots.  He 
sure  to  mark  all  four  dots  on  the  fabric 
after  cutting  out  the  garment.  W  hen 
putting  in  the  sleeve,  pin  the  sleeye 
dots  to  the  garment  dots  before  [lulling 
up  the  ease  threads.  This  keeps  the 
pro|»er  amount  of  ease  distributed  in 
the  areas  above  and  below  the  dots. 


2.  Filling  rollar  lo  neckline 
\gain  it's  the  dots  that  give  you  the 
clue  — (lots  on  the  collar  pattern  be¬ 
tween  renter  front  and  center  back. 
Transfer  tbe  marking  to  the  fabric,  of 
Course,  and  then  match  the  dots  with 
the  shoulder  seams  when  you  pin  on 
the  odiar.  He  accurate  about  this  and 
you'll  have  a  much  better-looking, 
better-fitting  collar  when  you  make 
styles  like  2798.  2896.  and  28.36  shown 
on  pages  12  and  44. 

3.  Filling  a  shawl  collar 

l.ots  of  Women  making  garments  with 
shawl  collars  (2872,  2846,  28.31  on 
pages  45.  48,  and  51 )  ask  us  why  their 
collars  don't  fit  nicely.  Usually  we 
fiiul  it's  because  they  haven’t  clipped 
deeply  enough  at  the  point  where  the 
shoulder  seam  meets  the  collar. 
There's  a  little  jog  in  your  pattern  at 
that  spot,  and  you  must  clip  all  the 
way  in  to  the  corner.  Hut  before  you 
cli|».  strengthen  the  corner  with  rein¬ 
forcing  stitching.  Start  stitching  on 
the  seam  line  about  1"  from  the  cor¬ 
ner  and  stitch  to  about  1"  beyond  the 
corner  on  the  other  side.  Use  about  20 
stitches  to  the  inch.  Then  you  can  clip 
safely  all  the  way. 

4.  Fitting  a  low  neckline 

If  you've  decided  on  a  low-necked 
style  like  2897  ( page  37 1 , 2829  ( page 
41),  or  2796  (page  47),  don’t  be 
alarmed  if  you  find  the  pattern  for 
the  neckline  facing  is  slightly  smallei 
than  the  neckline  itself.  It's  meant  to 
be  that  way.  and  you  ease  in  the  neck¬ 
line  to  the  facing.  This  holds  the  neck¬ 
line  snug  and  flat  against  your  body.
